I have had a study made. 


I enclose a memorandum which indicates of the 14 
full candidates of the Presidium, five full and two candidate 
members are graduate engineers, and that one full and one 
candidate member did not receive degrees. Thus, the figure 
comes nearer to one-third than two-thirds. 

If you happen to recall who addressed the question 
to me, you might pass on this information to him and see whether 
he has anything to refute or supplement it.
